Probably one of the. most cx- 
perlenced pilots in the Far Enst, 
with 8,000 flying’ hours to his 
eredit and the record of being 
‘tho firat pilot ever to fly over the 
treacherous “Hump”, ja Mr. Sid 
de Kantzow, Managing Director 
of C.P.A. in Hong Kong. “A 
Sydney-born Australian, Mr. de 
Kantzow hos a flying back- 
ground which Includes the 
handling of 40 or 60 different 
types of alrcraft. 

His aviation history began on 
Australia in 1982 when he flew 
nirernft commercially inside the 
country for 6 years, - Then he 
went to England and engaged In 
piloting planes between the UK. 
and) Frunce. Wheh the war 


Kantzow, went on to Pan Ameri- 
can Airways, With them ho..was 
to ferry equipment acrosa the 
South Atlantic, but as this ser- 
vice had not been organised at 
the time he joined the Company, 
he decided to come out to Chinu 
and fly for Pan American’s sub- 
sidlury company, C.N.A.C. 
When the Japanese war started, 
his intention was to stay 
China for perhaps, two months 
and then return to Pan Atneri- 
can ferrying.
